Biographies 


PAUL READ is a jazz pianist, saxophonist, 
composer and arranger who is Professor of 
Music and Director of Graduate Jazz Studies 
at the University of Toronto in Toronto, 
Ontario, CANADA. At U of T Paul teaches 
undergraduate and graduate jazz courses 
and conducts the award winning 10 O’clock 
Jazz Orchestra. He has been responsible for 
developing the university’s Jazz Performance 
Degree program (1998 winner of the Jazz 
Report Award for Post-Secondary School 
Jazz Program of the Year) which employs 
many of Canada’s leading jazz artists 
including Terry Promane (Director of Jazz 
Studies), Phil Nimmons, Dave Young, Quinsin 
Nachoff, Chase Sanborn, David Braid, John 
MacLeod, Terry Clarke, Terry Lukiwski, Alex 
Dean and others. In 1993, he received the 
University of Toronto Senior Alumni Award for 
Innovation in Teaching. 

His newest project, PRO (the Paul 
Read Orchestra) is a seventeen-piece 
band with some of the best of Toronto and 


Canada’s musicians. A separate site (www. 
paulreadorchestra.com) is available now 
which gives personnel, bios, upcoming gigs 
and so on. 

Besides earning graduate and 
undergraduate degrees in music and 
education at the University of Toronto, Paul 
studied arranging and composition with 
Gordon Delamont and composition with John 
Beckwith. Paul also attended Berklee College 
(Boston) where he studied saxophone with 
Joe Viola and arranging with Ted Pease 

He has published arrangements and 
compositions with Boosey and Hawkes, 
Belwin, UNC Press, Beldriana Publishing and 
Warner Bros, and has worked with Oscar 
Peterson in the production of three volumes 
of transcriptions of Peterson’s compositions 
and improvisations. Several of his 
compositions appeared in the Canadian Jazz 
Fakebook. He is Canada’s Representative 
on the Executive Board of the International 
Association for Jazz Education (IAJE) and is 




former editor of the IAJE Canada Bulletin, 
and Director of Communications and 
Webmaster for IAJE Canada 

Paul has performed at the Downtown 
Toronto Jazz Festival, the Sounds of Toronto 
Jazz Series on CJRT.FM, several CBC Radio 
broadcasts as well as local Toronto jazz 
clubs. Fie has recorded two CDs as pianist/ 
arranger with jazz singer, Trish Colter, The 
Dance Never Ends (1998) and At Long Last 
Love (2002) and 2 CDs as a conductor, with 
the University of Toronto 10 O’clock Jazz 
Orchestra, Think Nice Thoughts (1999) and 
Off the Cuff {2 001). His quartet recording, 
The Heart of Summer, featuring Paul’s 
compositions features Paul on piano along 
with bassist and composer Kieran Overs, 
and the award winning Barry Elmes on 
drums. Featured with the rhythm section is 
the wonderful New York saxophonist, Scott 
Robinson. 

Fie has adjudicated at festivals and 
presented workshops throughout Canada 
since 1975. Paul is on the summer jazz 
faculty of the Prairielands Jazz Camp and 
was founder and coordinator of the National 
Music Camp Jazz Program in Ontario from 
1987-2001. 


TERRY PROMANE is an Associate Professor 
and Director of Jazz Studies at the University 
of Toronto, the Director of “The Jazz Camp” 
at the Interprovincial Music Camp (IMC) and 
remains busy as a freelance tenor trombone/ 
tuba/bass trombonist. Fie appears with 
numerous Toronto based groups including 
The Rob McConnell Tentet, The Boss Brass, 
The Mike Murley Septet, The John Macleod 
Big Band, The Paul Read Orchestra, The 
Dave McMurdo Jazz Orchestra, Dave Young 
Sextet/Octet and Holly Cole. 

As an educator, Terry is active presenting 
seminar and clinics with the Ontario Band 
Association (OBA), the Ontario Music 
Educators Association (OMEA) and Musicfest 
where Terry will conduct the Yamaha Allstar 
Band at the 2010 Musicfest in Ottawa. 

Theatre credits include: The Sound of 


Music, The Drowsy Chaperone, Show Boat, 
Fosse, The Producers, The Lord of the Rings , 
Jolson, and many more. As a composer and 
arranger, Terry has written for the University 
of Toronto Jazz Orchestras, PRO- the Paul 
Read Orchestra, The Dave McMurdo Jazz 
Orchestra, the Dave Young Sextet/Octet, and 
the Brigham Phillips Big Band. 

Terry has received a number of National 
Jazz Awards nominations including Arranger 
of The Year 2005 and “Jazz Trombonist of 
the Year 2005, 2006, and 2007. In 1999, 
and 2000, Terry was honored as the “Jazz 
Trombonist of the Year” from the Jazz Report 
magazine. 


JIM LEWIS is a freelance trumpet player, 
improviser, composer/arranger and educator. 
Fie is a member of the Paul Read Orchestra, 
Frank Lozano Group, his own improvising 
Trio, and is the Music Director and featured 
soloist with the Jazz Mechanics Big Band, 
with whom he toured Italy and Austria 
in 2006. Fie can be heard in clubs in the 
Toronto area, Ottawa and Montreal as a 
sideman and with his own projects from duo 
to sextet. Jim has been featured on CBC’s 
Jazzbeatand has played jazz festivals across 
Canada, in the United States and Europe 
with some of Canada’s most creative jazz 
musicians. In 2004 he completed a Masters 
Degree in Performance (Concentration in 
Jazz) at the University of Louisville, where 
he studied trumpet performance with Dr. 
Michael Tunnell, composition and arranging 
with John LaBarbera and improvisation with 
Jamey Aebersold. Jim is the Music Director 
of the Ottawa Jazz Festival’s yearly ‘Youth 
Jazz Summit’ and has adjudicated festivals 
and presented workshops across Canada 
and in the United States, including clinics, a 
research paper and performing groups at the 
International Association of Jazz Educators 
Conferences in Chicago, New York, Anaheim 
and New Orleans. Jim is currently an adjunct 
faculty member at Flumber College and 
sessional instructor at the University of 
Toronto.
